.CBS is doing tho same thing, as now scheduled t/2/76. It will be their dupli- 
cation of ny copyrighted work, pretendedly t .eir investigation and coining mostly from the 
court proceedings which arc from this copyrighted work anu the work I did subsequently. 

They h-ve even followed behind mo in making FOIA requests. (Freedom of Information law) 

I made clear to them that 1 would not in any way give away any rights I have. It 
is on an agreed-to tape of which they have returned the wrpf. tapos to me. I have them 
in the ^Ovelope in which they were ro turned. 

However, I suspect they*ll hem and haw and agonize and agree with the government 
in the and. tfy point is that I think there will be some interestin, legal pasaibilities 
that if real and there i3 willing, industrious counsel could mean lots of $£$• 

There is a movie in what I*ve done, regardless of what happens, bore if we get 
Ray off. At least one, as of my la3t knowledge, was being stolen. I can t do anything

about it. And Peter Shephard represents Anson, the ripoff artist, e placed the book 
with ^antan. I ^avo bantam pro-publication Qt6d.ce. What I can do I ^on't knojfifr but scholars 
are spotting what I've exported and some of the ways of trying to circumvent it arc pretty 
amateurish.
